Homes are intended to be bright, 
pleasant, attractive 
places. 
There

ing beyond the return to the owner 
or occupier, there is the incalcula­ 
ble benefit to the community. Rush- 
ville is a city of many beauties, the 
very chief of these should he the 
homes.

also

brighten themselves up, and when 
that is done and while it is being 
done, good 
citizens

There is justice in this verdict, 
for any community that does not 
grow and improve will 
eventually 
waste away and
